PRISONER MACS SENSATIONAL 
ESCAPE FROM SHERIFF 



OsslninK. N. Y.. Feb. !«.— Hans 
Schmidt waji flcctrocufd at SinR Sing 
pMson to-day for the. murder, of Anna 
Aumuller f>n .September S. 1>1> 
Schmidt went quietly to the death 
-«l*amber aoeOmpanled by the principal 
keeper and the Rev. Father Cashln. the 
prison chaplain. Leading the death 
house. 'he said good-bye to thoee who 
raaialned. 

When he entered the chamber the 
guards attempted to direct him toward 
the chair, but Schmidt gently shook 
them off and insisted upon addn-nsHi>? 
the seventeen witnesses. The guards 
desisted from th.'ir etforU and with 
Father Cashiii standing at one side 
and the keeper at the other. Schmidt 
■aid: 

•Gentlemen. I ask forgiveness of all 
those I have injnn-d or HCandalized. I 
forgive all who have injured me. My 
last wish is to say good-bye to my 
dear old mother."' 

Schmidt then seated himself In the 
electric chair and the current waa ap 
plied three times. Within a minute he 
was dead. He had spent the night up 
to mldniglil in prayinK and talking 
■with Father Cashln and slept from 
midnight to 5 o'clock, when he was 
awakened for breakfast. He would 
take only a eup of coffee.

GOOD ROADS CONVENTION 

FAVORS BOND ISSUE. 

A good loads convention was held at 
Pikeville laat Monday evening in re- 
aponae to County Judge H. H. Stul- 
lard'B call for a piihlic expreii'lon of 
opinion on the subject of hi tler roads. 
The convention was well attended hy 
a very iarke crowd of dtiaena from ev- 
ery part of the county who are much 
interasted in favor of the improvement. 
The remilt of the convention was a 
unanimous vote favorinK a bond isHue 
by the county of 1700,000 to (-..ver ihi- 
Improvementa sought to t>e made.Th>Te 
were no diaaentifig ppintona from any- 
one except on the queati^n of taxation 
to meet the bonded debt: but this wait 
also set at rest by Ihe announcement 
of Judge Stallard that the obligation 
could be met without any Increase 
whatever In the tax on property. 

The convention wa« made a perm- 
anent organisation with Judge Stal- 
lard elected as Chairman and W. K. 
Elliott, former city attorney, a.f Secre- 
tary. On Tuesday evening Uie organ- 
ization met again, and a petition was 
preeented to Judge Stailard asking that 
an election t>e held. The petition signed 
by a number of persons far in excess 
of the number required by law, and 
this list of HiKnera v,iui nunle up m a 
very few minutes before Ihe meeting 
opened. Judge Stailard accordingly wi- 
thorised County Attorney B!. J,-Ptok- 
leHlmer to prepare an order for an elec- 
tliin I'll the lioiid iMHiie to be held .May 
(tb, the law requiring at least sixty 
dkya, and it will propooe tba laauanoe 
of $500,000 in bonda. 

Pike Is the first county in tba eaat- 
ern division of the state to take a def- 
inite step IcKikInt; to better roads. With 
its unllmiterl resource* In o\her re- 
spects, aided by a convenient road sys- 
tem, it haa a happy proapect of be- 
coming the wealthleat county in the 
state outside of Jefferson-co., nnd the 
most desirable place to live. 

A proposition at a special elegtlon 
one year ago carried a majority of nine 
to one; we predict that here la anoth- 
er Improvement that will meet ttie name 
popular approval, because we need the 
good roads and everyone knows It.
